Primary 
Principle 


When the Bulletin talks about the Camorra methods of its 
enemies, it should be careful that it does not tread on the toes of 
its friends. 

When the executive which repudiated Frank Oliver and refused 
to sanction his meeting allowed it to leak out that such had ‘been the 
outcome, the Bulletin rose in holy horror at the thought ‘that any 
such business should be done except in the darkest secrecy. The 
executive committee might have told the world that the Oliver forces 
had combed the city over to find enough pro-Oliver members of the 
executive to carry out the wishes of the minister of the interior, that 
men who were known to be opposed to the minister were distinctly 
not told of the meeting, and that having gotten together all the mem- 
bers of the executive whom the Oliver forces were not certain were 
against them, they were unable to get a majority in a meeting of a 
dozen men. 

Those who opposed this secret meeting, this secret method of 
bringing together the meeting, and the whole stealthy business of 
trying to railroad through arrangements for an Oliver meeting under 
the auspices of the Liberal association are now dubbed by the Bulle- 
tin “Camorraists.” The Bulletin’s friends, who tried to turn the 
stealthy trick are counted honorable men, patriots, heroes and good 
citizens, to say nothing of being orthodox Liberals and thorough 
gentlemen. 

In answer to a call from Frank Oliver’s daily Bulletin, sixteen of 
the men who disagree with the Liberal association and who ‘place 
their loyalty te Frank Oliver ahead of their loyalty to their city, got 
together last night and named themselves a Liberal association. 

The inauguration of the association was accomplished with 
great stealth and hurriedly. Notices went only to those whom the 
inaugurators believed were unlikely to let the secret of the organi- 
zation out. The notices bore no name except that of Mr. G. B. 
O’Connor, who happens—just happens—to be a partner of W. A. 
Griesbach, the logical candidate in Edmonton on the Conservative 
ticket, and which candidate’s chances—it so happens—might be good 
if Mr. O'Connor's organization develops into a fighting force. 

The notices made it plain that the intention was to support 
Frank Oliver first and the Liberal administration afterward. 

The primary principle throughout the whole organization move- 
ment was stealth. 

The men who make these arrangements in stealth the Bulletin 
counts its friends. The others who act openly are, according to the 
Bulletin, the Camorraists. 

Men who hold membership in the old association and who are 
willing to abide by the opinions of its majority are not likely to be 
deceived by the side-show organization which the Bulletin and the 
Oliver following are organizing, nor drawn away from the parent 
organization by anything they may do. 


Council Adopts 
Only Logical 
Line of Action 


Taking the only logical course open to them, the city council last 
night laid on the table the bylaws for $706,000 passed by the rate- 
payers Monday, and thereby failed to make them money. 

As the situation now stands, the bylaws have been sanctioned 
by the ratepayers and the next move is for the council to finally 
adopt them, when they will become money to the commissioners, 
who will proceed to spend the money in accordance with their plans. 

But if the council passes the bylaws at the present time, Mr. 
Bouillon—as he has declared he will—can go out and buy the mixed 
pressure turbines and other freak units of machinery which every 
machinery man who has ever got anywhere near the power plant 
has advised against. / 

Commissioner Bouillon’s particular reason for wanting to buy 
this particular piece of machi¥ery seems to be founded in contrari- 
ness, for, when the Parsons report was up last night and Parsons 
himself was there, Mr. Bouillon was unable to give any real reason 
for disagreeing with everyone else. 

The city has already had one very expensive Seeerinent with 
freak machinery in the gas producer, and there is no inclination to 
.add any more freaks to the museum, but if the council ever lets go 
of the money, it may have a difficult time to prevent Mr. Bouillon 
from making the purchase. 

The only thing for the council to do is to hold onto the money 
until the control of the commission board is out of Mr. Bouillon’s

On May 16, the ratepayers of the city 
will be called upon to approve the 
agreement between the International 
Heating and Lighting company, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and the city, for a 
non-exclusive twenty-five year fran- 
chise for the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of gas. 

This agreement is the result of many 
months of negotiating and is held to be 
one of the most stringent of contracts, 
The public interest is protected fully. 
The agreement is non-exclusive. It is 
for only twenty-five years, at the end 
of which time the city may purchase 
the plant if it so desires, and the price 
of gas from the outset will be cheaper 
than in any other city in the west, with 
the exception of Winnipeg. 

The initial price of gas is fixed by the 
agreement at $1.48 1-2 per thousand 
cubic feet. A sliding scale js also pro- 
vided for, which will result in dollar 
gas before this city has reached a pop- 
ulation the equal of any cify in Ameri- 
ca Where dollar gas is at the present 
time obtained, 

The price of gas in Calgary, aftet 
the company which holds the franchise 
has been in operation for seven years, 
is $1.57 41-2 per thousand cubic feet 
net. By the time the Edmonton plant 
has been in operation a few years, the 
Edmonton consumers will be getting

By the agreement, the gas to be sup- 
plied shall be of the highest standard 


quality. In addition to this, the ser- 
vice must be highly satisfactory, for 
besides the necessity on the part of the 
company maintaining the reputation it 
has attained in other cities, where it is 
now operating, there are severe penal- 
ties provided for in the agreement if 
the service should not be satisfactory. 

Another important factor which 
should commend this agreement to the 
ratepayers is the fact that the con- 
struction of a gas works in the city 
will mean the expenditure of half a 
million dollars of outside capital, This 
is the city engineer's estimate of the 
cost of a plant such as the company 
will be required to build in order to 
meet the gas needs of the city. 

The agreement further provides that 
the minimum rate of wages to be paid 
to laborers shall be the prevailing rate 
in the cily. In other words, the cily's 
fair wage clause has been inserted. 

The need of gas is universally ad- 
milted and the present is the oppor- 
tunily for the city to obtain gas at a 
reasonable rate and with the guaran- 
tee of good service.
